In an Office Action dated March 23, 2004, the Examiner issued a Restriction Requirement 
with regard to the above-identified patent application. Generally, the Examiner indicated that Claims 
1-23 and 45-96 (Group I) and 22-44 (Group II) were distinct inventions. Nothwithstanding the 
traversal below, AppUcants hereby conditionally elect to prosecute Claims 22-44 (Group II) in this 
patent apphcation. However, AppUcants respectfully reserve the right to pursue Claims 45-96 
(Group I) in a subsequent divisional/continuation application. 

The restriction requirement appears to be the result of misleading terminology in the claims. 
Claims 1-21 and 45-96 refer to "servers" while Claims 22-44 refer to "agents". Filed concurrently 
herewith is a Preliminary Amendment converting the phrase "servers" to "agents". As a result of 
these amendments, Applicant respectfully submit that the Restriction Requirement is improper.
